Hon. Mr. Honjer, although there are a few 
alterations which, in our opinion, do not 
tend to improve it. It were unrea- 
gonable to expect a Bill of the kind to which 
no’exceptioniconld be taken. But we venture 
to say that the Bill now before us is, taken as a 
whole, just what the country wanted, and bears 
on its face the unmistakeable impress of shrewd 
statesmanship and commercial experience, It 
requires no prophetic vision to see in this mea- 
sure the early establishment of a commercial em- 
porium within cur own colony, anid a speedy ab- 

- rogation of that system of drawing the supplies 
of British Columbia through Victoria, at an ex- 
pense-of nearly, if not quite, fifty per cent. There 
will doutitless be a little hardship felt at first. 
The rate’ of duty upon Victoria invoices will fall 

“heavily on many articles. But so soon as we 
possess proper facilities for direct trade, and 
our- mer¢hants get time to turn themselves round, 
all this will be jobviated..

Hon. Mr, Holbrook moved that the petition of the in- 
habitants of Lillooe} be considered 1n Committee. The 
motion] was seconded by Hon. Mr. Elliott and cartied.

Moberly, in the chair, The clerk read the petition, 
which wag @ request for the reduction of the taxes upon 
produce! being conveyed along the roads. 

Hon. Mr. Holbrogk, having obtained leave from the 
House, introduced Mr. Flynn, who gave evidence to the 
following effect: The toll imposed upon goods passing 
over the roads was \very heayy, amounting to about 
$60 per'acre upon the produce of land; the farmers 
were unable to obtain a market for their produce, he- 
cause the road tolls, would amount to more than their 
value; bay.and straw in large quantities had been al- 
lowed fo rot becauge it, would not pay to take them to 
market; hay was only $50 per ton at Lillooet, and 
when @ toll of $20 per iton had to be paid it took away 
all the profits ; the reduction of the toll would mot les- 
sen the revenue but increase it, because it would in- 
crease transportatigqn, whereas now there was scarcely 
any toll obtained from produce, there being none car- 
ried along the road, . 

Hon. Mr. Walkem made an able speech in fayor of 
granting the’ petitign. He thanght inwas a yery fair 
request. He knew that hay had been left to rot because 
it would not pay ta take it to market. The Gouncil 
were |always imposing taxes upon consumets : he 
thought they ought to give them some advantage . and 
encoupagement. There was much talk of encouraging 
immigfation ; but the best way to do that'was to° pro- 
tect the interests of settlers here. He thought similar 
reduction should be made upon the Yale route also, 

Hon. Mr. Holbrook said the hon. member for Cariboo 
East had very fairly and ably stated the case, He pro- 
posed that wheat, lumber and manure should be free 
from tolls. There fwould be a large quantity of wheat 
raised) in that district, enough to supply the, whole 
colony. H 

Hoh. Mr. Cornwall was glad this question had come 
up in| puch a tangible form ; atid he was pleased to see 
it advocated so ably by Hon. Mr. Walkem, who could 
have no possible personal interest in the matter. It 
would also be of great advantage to teamsters, by en- 
abling them to get feed in the upper country. He would 
move that all agriquitural produce be free; and in case 
it were conveyed ip quantities exceeding 100 tbs. dou- 
ble tolls be charged upon the animal conveying it.

** Message No. 12.+-The Governor has received the resolution of 
the Legislative Coundil praying that toll be im owed on goods pas- 
sing over the road between Quesnelmouth and Williams Creek, and 
that the Tire Bill be withdrawn. He lays before the Council a pe- 
tition presented to him this day in favor of the Waggon Tire Bill 
and against the propased toll, Although it cannot be denied that 
the narrow tires now/in use do an amount of detriment to the pub- 
lic roads which the Lyrge annusl expenditure incurred cam scarcely 
obviate, the Governor has received earnest representations that a 
large and imprtant interest, not now in the most flourishing condi- 
tion, ‘would suffer from the immediate passing of the Bill now be- 
fore the Council. He gomplies, therefore, with the wish of the 
Couneil and withdraws the Bill, He trusts, however, that a know- 
ledge on the part of the public that the Government is convinced of 
the corpectness of the principles of the proposed measur¢, and that 
it will probably be reintroduced at a fature period, will tend to ¢i- 
miniah the existing #rivate interests, in favor of the narrow tires. 
The Gavernor does npt think that enough has yet been dyne on the
